It is difficult to escape 
the impression that, at 
least at times, Eichmann 
is still trapped in the men- 
tal shackles of his period 
of office to be able to ar- 
gue im his defence that if 
he did see horrors, they 
were government-ordered 
horrors which he was 
sworn to carry out, leaving 
him legally innocent of 
all crimes. Murder is 
everywhere reckoned a 
crime: if it were enough 
for a body of men to meet 
and make a formal deci- 
sion to murder for this 
action to be no longer a 
crime, then we should be 
deprived of all common 
humanity, there would be 
no hope for anyone. 


In their findings, the 
judges emphasized that 
while Eichmann was guil- 
ty of the formal crime of 
genocide, they also found 
him guilty of abetting the 
specific, concrete murder 
of untold numbers of peo- 
ple. Every train with a 
thousand victims despatch- 
ed to a death camp made 
Eichmann party to the kil- 
ling of a thousand persons, 
to a thousand murders 
This is the essential argu- 
ment. In the Nazi view, 
there was only an imper- 
sonal order shrouded in 
official double-talk, order- 
ing a “final solution” for 
faceless masses. But the 
reality behind these pieces 
of paper were real people 
consciencelessiv killing 
other people no less real 
and individual than them- 
selves. This is the fact that 
has been made plain by 
the trial. and was its chief 
purpose.

To find Eichmann not 
guilty because his part 
was to carry out ordecs 
which he himself now ap- 
>pears to recognize as Cri- 
minal, would be to deny 
every mans humanity, to 
degrade all to the level 
of a robot. But whatever 
his crimes, we are bidden 
to see in Eichmann what 
his Nazi colleagues did not 
see in the Jews — a fellow 
human — with the same 
original rights as all other 
men. To allow him to 
claim he could not have 
done other than he did, 
would be todeny humanity. 


Together, trial and sen- 
tence must restore two, not 
one, human right: the 
right not to be wantonly 
killed, and the right not to 
obey an order. to kill 
wantonly. 


There is another  iasue. 
There was a good deal of 
criticism abroad of Evich- 
mmann’s abduction, and oppo- 
sition to the holding of the 
trial by an Israel court, One 
should not perhaps investig- 
ate the underlying motives 
of this criticism too deeply.
